The Hamptons Police announced this week 
that, because of a change in the way the 
county allocates tax revenue, they would be 
receiving an unexpected windfall.

Now we'll have the 
resources to build-out the kitchen area with 
the kind of professional-grade appliances that 
people in the Hamptons have come to expect.” 
Hirsch listed additional long-sought amenities 
the Hamptons Police expect to be able to pay

tis not very well known, but the headquarters 
for the founder, patent holder, seller and 
largest distributors of hedgerows in the world— 
Global Hedgerows LLC (GHL)—is located right 
here in Southampton. You are probably not 
aware of it because it is tucked away behind 
some hedges, but last Thursday I learned of this 
in interviewing the twins, Harry and Arthur, who 
built this firm into the billion dollar corporation 
it is today.

A Hideaway Cabin in the Woods and What Became of It on Saturday, September 12

y daughter Maya graduated East Hampton 

High School a generation ago, went off 
to Sarah Lawrence, where she got a degree in 
writing and painting, and then moved to San 
Francisco, where she has spent most of her 
adult life. 

Maya has made quite a life for herself. She 
became a schoolteacher and currently teaches 
eighth grade English in the Bayshore School 
District just south of the city line. She married 
a man who is the purchaser at one of the finest 
restaurants in the city, and they have two 
children—Solange, now 14 and Rhone, now 
11. I love San Francisco and love visiting them 
there. They have bought a house on top of one 
of the hills in the south portion of San Francisco 
that has four bedrooms and looks out over 
not only the Golden Gate bridge, but also the 
Bay Bridge. The family leads an active social 
life mostly involving hiking, the children and 
visiting friends. Whenever we go, there’s always 
fresh food on the table. 

Six months ago, this family teamed with 
another family—the families have known each 
other for 15 years—to buy a vacation cabin 


located in a valley up in the woods north of 
San Francisco near Calistoga. It’s a two-hour 
drive, and the contrast between the city and 
the country is about as dramatic as the contrast 
between Manhattan and the North Fork of Long 
Island, or the Hamptons 50 years ago. After 
some negotiations and paperwork, they moved 
in this past June. 

The cabin—three small bedrooms and a 
living room with a pullout—faces out onto a 
lovely, babbling creek, perfect for exploring and 
wading in, called Anderson Creek. The birds 
sing, the creek rumbles through and the leaves 
of the great trees rustle in the wind. There is no 
cellphone service there and no WiFi. Solange, 
my granddaughter, is studying writing. She was 
accepted and now goes to the San Francisco 
School of the Arts’ Young Writers program. 
Rhone, who goes to a private school, plays 
soccer and builds things. Not long ago he built 
a pushbutton catapult system that launched 
paper airplanes. This year he is writing a script 
and making a 15-minute movie. 

They bought the cabin for $190,000.

rural life there of kids swimming every day and 
riding bicycles, adults sunning and talking with 
one another, going camping, enjoying barbecue 
dinners and so forth.

“What I like most,” my daughter told me when

the people. Everybody knows everybody. If 
you need help, there’s always somebody who’s 
there. There’s a great generosity of spirit. And 
it’s a year around place for many, and the 
weekenders are welcome. 

She and I thought to brainstorm what to call 
the cabin. We came up with a few names. She 
said she’d check with Julia and Citer. But the 
place got a name by default. Everybody now 
refers to it as the Creek House. 

My daughter and her family went up there 
every weekend this past summer. But they 
didn’t go up there two weekends ago. Rhone 
had a soccer match in the city on Sunday 
morning. It might have saved their lives. 

The first | heard about it was in a text from my 
daughter at 6 a.m. Saturday morning. It would 
be 3 a.m. their time. 

“It’s just awful,” it said. 

I though they would be home in San Francisco 
in their beds at 3 a.m. 

A minute later came a link to a CNN report. It 
was fire. The Valley Fire, a massive conflagration, 
had swept down from its ignition point at Cobb, 
a town just four miles from Anderson Creek, 
had destroyed the homes at Anderson Creek, 


‘devastated Middletown three miles further on 


and then headed south. My daughter and her 
family were following it from afar. 

As the fire, actually a firestorm, approached, 
the people along the route of this fire were told 
to run for their lives, and they did, some of them 
barely having time to change into their clothes. 
They scooped up their pets and fled on foot, in 
cars, in pickup trucks. The fire roared through 
numerous communities around Middletown, 
and as many as 10,000 people rushed off to 
safety in churches and schools where makeshift 
quarters were being set up. The fire, in just a 
few hours, had already covered 40,000 acres— 
four times the size of the peninsula of Montauk, 
if you need a reference point. 

At Anderson Creek, the howling wind bringing 
it along was from out of a horror movie. 

“It sounded like a jet engine,” one of the 
refugees told a TV reporter. Five thousand 
firefighters were trying to contain this thing, 
without success, the report said. 

“It doesn’t matter how many firefighters we 
have,” a fire marshal said. “Fireballs just go 
right over our heads and start fires further 
down. It’s the drought. The woods is dry 
as tinder.” 

Of course, at that hour, I called Maya. She was 
in shock. 

“It’s gone, all gone,” she said. “I don’t know 
about our particular house. Maybe it’s still 
standing. If it is, I want to know. People are 
homeless. They could shelter in our house.” 

“Have you called there?” 

“All the lines are down. Nobody’s answering 
the phones.” 

Had she told the children? 

“They are asleep,” she told me. 

I remembered the Sunrise Fire. It took place 
in the summer of 1995 just north of the Sunrise 
Highway between that six-lane superhighway 
and Flanders Road. It was the most devastating 
fire we ever experienced here. It burned woods 
about half the size of Montauk. At one point, 
the flames leaped across the highway and 
headed a few hundred yards south toward 
Westhampton Beach, but the firemen put it

He was a cheerful and wonderful presence 
on this planet, well known by one and all as 
a great baseball player—arguably the best 
catcher who ever lived—and afterwards a good 
coach and manager, for both the New York 
Yankees and the New York Mets, and after that 
a fine commentator on world affairs and on this 
and that. 

The son of Italian immigrants, he’d left school 
at age 14 to go to work to help the family. 
After that, he done good. During his career, 
and afterward, he’d sometimes say things that 
seemed right at the time that weren’t. Books 
have been written about this. He famously said 
that “90% of baseball is half mental.” He said, 
after losing a game, that “we made too many 
wrong mistakes,” and he said that to do well 
“you can observe a lot by just watching.” That

he said these things to newspaper reporters 
made him pretty famous. He’s probably most 
famous for saying about the 1969 pennant race, 
“it ain’t over ’til it’s over,” and about another, 
when he kept seeing Mickey Mantle and Roger 
Maris hit back-to-back home runs, “it’s déja vu 
all over again.” Or, about a popular nightspot, 
“nobody goes there anymore, it’s too crowded.” 

I loved the story about how he met his wife, 
Carmen. She was a waitress in a luncheonette, 
and after she took his order, he asked her out. 
I don’t go out with married men, she told him, 
he said he wasn’t married, and she said she 
thought he was St. Louis Cardinals outfielder 
Terry Moore, who was, and since he wasn’t, 
then, “Okay, I'll go out with you.” He married 
her about a year later. They stayed married for 
65 years. She died last year. 


I also remember Yogi Berra coming out to 


the Hamptons one August day to be part of the 
annual Artist-Writers Charity Softball Game.

The year was 2001, he was 76 years old and, 
standing alongside Mayor Rickenbach, he threw 
out the first ball. He was here accompanying 
his son Dale Berra, who was about 45 and had 
been a shortstop for the Pittsburgh Pirates 
and, briefly, with the New York Yankees. 
With the Yankees, he played the same year his 
dad managed. 

Dale Berra came up for the Artists in the 
second inning, tipped his cap and hit one of 
the longest home runs ever seen at the Artists- 
Writers Charity Softball Game. Heads turned 


‘to Yogi as Dale trotted around the bases. 


But Yogi was just smiling and didn’t have 
anything, memorable or otherwise, to say about 
that shot. 

Lots of people came to Yogi Berra’s funeral. 
Here’s what Yogi said about funerals. 

“You should always go to other people’s 
funerals, otherwise they won’t come to yours.” 

He will be much missed on this planet.

there. In all, just a few houses were singed, 
but none burned down. What I do remember, 
however, was that this woods it burned through 
was virtually uninhabitable for at least a year. 
With its broken trees, burned grasses and wet, 
nasty smell, you wouldn’t even want to hike 
through it. 

Whether their cabin survived is irrelevant. 
The paradise of that place is done. There are 
people, thousands of them, now homeless. 
There are people who have died, who didn’t 
make it out. The first of these who my daughter 
found out about, three days after the fire swept 
through, was from the community. 

“She was a lady who had multiple sclerosis,” 
Maya told me. “She had a friend who tended 
to her during the day, but when the fire came 
' she had gone home already. Realizing the lady 
was still in there, she drove back up, but they 
wouldn’t let her in. Others went in for her. It 
was too late.” 

In all, it turned out, four people died. Two 
of them were within 10 cabins of my daughter’s. 

“I continue to believe that our cabin is 
still there, though,” my daughter said 
after that third day. Nobody is allowed in 
or out. “Not every house _ burned. 


Until I hear differently, it’s still standing.” 

I asked about my grandchildren. Solange is 
in shock. Rhone is crying. It’s all destroyed. 
And. my daughter is sorting out how to explain 
this to her children and think of how they 
can help. 

The next day, at 9 a.m. of the fourth day, Maya 
calls me crying. 

“It’s gone,” she says. 

It is now September 24 and the Valley Fire 
continues to burn, 70,000 acres. The Governor 
of California declared the fire a State of 
Emergency when it raced through, and called 
out the National Guard. It’s since been declared 
the third worst fire in the history of California. 

Among the hundred-plus cabins at Anderson 
Creek, only 10 still stand. Also still standing 
is the community clubhouse. In the whole 
Middletown-Cobb valley area, a thousand 
or more homes and businesses have been 
destroyed. Most people are now living in tents 
or trailers or with family outside this area. 
Yesterday, President Obama declared this fire 


a national disaster. FEMA will now be coming, 


and people with no insurance or inadequate 
insurance will be helped. They will help with 
the cleanup. 

Since the fire came through, my wife and | 
have been on the phone every day with my 
daughter or her husband or my grandkids. Maya 
sent me videos of the community, including one 
that showed the remains of their house. So 
many people wanted to see what had become of 
their property. These videos are on YouTube. 


My daughter and the rest of “The Cabin Family” 
(a name given to the partners.and their children 
by Rhone) have adequate insurance since they 
needed that to get a mortgage. If the insurance 
company comes through, they will be able 
to rebuild. 

My advice.to my daughter about what to do 
next is to try to focus on helping others in the 
community up there. It will be both a distraction 
for her and also the right thing to do. 

With the fire far to the south now, still burning 
along with two other fires, the National Guard 
has announced that homeowners can return 
to see what’s left of Middletown and Anderson 
Creek beginning on Thursday. 

And so, the adults in “The Cabin Family,” 
as my grandson Rhone has named the two 
families, will be driving up there on Sunday to 
see what’s what. 

This is just 90 days after they bought their 
little patch of paradise in the woods. Now 
it’s gone. 

But I say it’s a testament to their positive 
outlook that they decided three months ago to 
take the steps that would give them a vacation 


paradise. Had they never done that, never 


taken this hopefully wonderful step, they would 
not be where they are now, involved with this 
amazing community of people who will help 
heal themselves and rebuild. 

Life happens. This will not slow them down. 
But my hope is that “The Cabin Family” will 
continue to celebrate their lives and the lives of 
their children this way in this community they 
have grown to love. @&

O n Saturday, October 3, Bridgehampton’s 
automotive history will be celebrated with 
the 2015 Bridgehampton Road Rally, organized 
by the Bridgehampton Historical Museum. 
Open to cars built in model year 1959 or earlier, 
the road rally gives people a chance to take a 
drive down memory lane. 

Every car-lover knows that the Hamptons 
provides a good place ‘to spot exotic 
automobiles—from the super-expensive to the 
antique obscurities. Some might think that 
. this is a relatively recent phenomenon, but 
the truth is it has been going on for a very 
long time—and Bridgehampton in particular 
has always been center of car culture. With its 
pioneering road races and the establishment 


of one of the first closed racing circuits, 
Bridgehampton has held a central place in the 
history of competitive driving. As a playground 
for the rich, Bridgehampton has also long 
demonstrated the link between wealth and 
fancy cars. None other than Charles Addams, 
the famed cartoonist who lived on Bridge Lane, 
acquired a fleet of race cars and delighted in 
driving them around Bridgehampton. 

In honor of the Bridgehampton Road Rally, 
here are 10 highlights of Bridgehampton’s 
automotive history. 


1915—First road races take place in 
Bridgehampton, but are halted with the coming 
of the first World War. The original course is

1947—Bridgehampton’s famous cartoonist 
and race car enthusiast Charles Addams 
acquires his first serious race car, a 1926 Bugatti 
T35 Roadster. Addams became a frequent 
presence at the Bridgehampton road races and 
later at the Bridgehampton Race Circuit. 

1949—Bridgehampton road races are revived. 
In 1951, Bridgehampton’s races become part of 
the SCCA National Sports Car Championship, 
the first sports car series organized after World 
War II. Road races continue annually until 1953, 
when fatal accidents, both in Bridgehampton 
and upstate in Watkins Glen, prompt New York 
State to ban racing on public roads. 

1957—opening of the Bridgehampton Race 
Circuit (referred to as “The Bridge”), one of 
the first closed tracks in the country and 
considered one of the most challenging. Over 
its history, The Bridge attracted some of the 
most renowned drivers of its day, including 
Richard Petty, A.J. Foyt, and Al Unser. 

1964—NASCAR Grand National Races take 
place at Bridgehampton Race Circuit, the 
first of four NASCAR Grand Nationals to take 
place there. 

1964—Richard Petty sets qualifying record 
at the Bridgehampton Race Circuit, with an 
average speed of 90.6 mph. 

1966—The first running of the prestigious 
Canadian-American (Can-Am) Challenge Cup 
takes place at the Bridgehampton Race Circuit. 

1967—Film heartthrob and racing enthusiast 
Paul Newman experiences the Bridgehampton 
Race Circuit for the first time as a passenger 
in a Mustang 427 with racing superstar Mario 


- Andretti at the wheel. Newman later reports 


feeling great relief to make it out alive. 
1993—Bridgehampton Historical Society 
hosts the first Bridgehampton Road Rally. 
2015—100th anniversary of car racing 
in Bridgehampton celebrated with the 
Bridgehampton Road Rally on October 3. &&

Gerry Moran is_ driving 
around Montauk, where 
she’s had a house for 28 
years, looking for a copy of 
_Dan’s Papers. “I'm an avid 
_ reader,” she says. She passes 
_the green at Gosman’s and, 
_lo! she sees a guy, he’s got a 
hat, could it be? She knows 
he’s been doing readings, 
from his new collection of 
regional tales, at sites where the events he’s 
recounting took place. She approaches, it is 
indeed Dan, but “where is everybody?” She is 
his only audience. Well, he says, why don’t they 
just amble over to the gazebo and he’ll read to 
her. And then, of course, they get to chatting, 
and the chance encounter leads to the cover 
on this week’s issue—her elegant oil painting 
of Wolffer Estate Vineyard—just in time for 
harvest season. 

A gregarious housewife, mother of three 
adult children (one, a special needs boy who 
inspired her to persevere), Moran grew up in 
Queens and went to Catholic schools in the 
city. Her perceptive mother, determining that 
her daughter had artistic talent, sent her off on 
the subway at age 11 to attend the Art Students 
League. Moran loved it, but the family soon 
moved to Little Neck, and Moran became wild 
about clothing design and sewing. But she never 
abandoned her love and study of fine arts. 


What attracted you to the Old Masters? 

I saw I could get from them a rigorous 
exposure to the fundamentals of drawing and 
painting, the kind that is still taught by people 
with whom I! studied, such as the Hungarian 
artist Attila Hejja and Robert Armetta [who 
taught drawing and painting at Southampton 
College and who currently teaches at the New 
York Academy of Art and at the Long Island 
Academy of Fine Art, in Glen Cove]. They 
represent the classical academic tradition that 
Laura Grenning keeps going in Sag Harbor and 
that I still pursue in Glen Cove two days a week. 
When I began to study art seriously in 1990 I 
went to the prestigious Stevenson Academy of 
Fine Arts in Oyster Bay. Like many of the Old 
Masters, my work has lots of underpainting, 
using grisaille [paintings or sketches executed 
in shades of grey or another neutral greyish 
color that create a sculptural quality], and I go 
for tone and composition. 


You mention the psychological rewards of 
painting and working with your hands. Do 
you think of art as therapy? 

To draw or paint you have to focus and 
forget about the outside world. In doing so, it 
is therapy without a label. I should also add 
quilting, it’s so tactile, as well as mental. But 
anything you do that’s creative is positive. 
We all need something outside our everyday 
lives to sustain and nurture us. In olden days 
women quilted in bees, finding solace not 
just in making art but also in each other. 
Though quilting is tactile and painting is not 
that touchy-feely, both disciplines help you feel 
good about yourself. I’m a perfectionist, and 
art and craft have both made me want to strive 


to be better, to learn more. I was a certificated 
teacher for many years in the city and on 
Long Island, teaching middle school [Moran 
has a B.A. in Home Economics from Queens 
College, with a minor in Education]. I also gave 
classes in adult education programs. | believe in 
giving back. 


Though you have no website your email 
contains a reference to design. Would 
you elaborate? 

I wear many hats. In 1995 I started a 
corporation, McClusky Moran _ Designs, doing 
interior design and architectural consulting.

A Long Time Coming: Jaws Action Figures 


Jaws ReAction figures recreate iconic scenes from the movie.

ildly popular adult collectable toy company 

-Funko, makers of those Funko Pop! 
bobbleheads on your geeky coworker’s desk, 
released a line of Jaws action figures in July and 
they’re flying off store shelves—especially here on 
the East End. 

Based on East Hampton resident Steven 
Spielberg’s 1975 Oscar-winning classic Jaws, which 
celebrated its 40-year anniversary this June, the 
line of figures includes representations of Police 
Chief Martin Brody, who was played by beloved 
Hamptons resident Roy Scheider (may he rest in 
peace); oceanographer Matt Hooper, who was 
played by Richard Dreyfuss; and Quint, who was 
unforgettably played by Robert Shaw (may healso rest 
in peace). 

Of course, the set also features two versions of 
the titular great white shark—yes, the one that 
will “swallow you whole.” There’s a_ standard, 
clean version, complete with scuba tanks to chew 


on, and a blood-spattered exclusive San Diego 
ComicCon edition with a special bloody Quint with 
machete accessory, who fits perfectly in the shark’s 
gory maw. 

Though it’s set on the fictional island of Amity, 
Jaws has long been associated with the Hamptons, 
due in part to comparisons between Shaw’s grizzled 
shark hunter Quint and Montauk’s famous “Monster 
Man” Frank Mundus, who is credited with catching 
the largest fish ever on rod and reel—a Jaws- 
like 3,427-pound great white—aboard his relatively 
small charter boat, The Cricket II. Before that, 
Mundus also caught an estimated 4,500-pound great 
white with a harpoon, though that beast was never 
officially weighed. 

The Funko toys are part of the company’s ReAction 
Figures series, which includes minimally detailed and 
articulated 3 3/4-inch representations of numerous 
characters from a bevvy of films and television shows, 
including such licenses as Scarface, Big Trouble in 
Little China, Gremlins, Buffy the Vampire Slayer, Back 
to the Future, and more. The first ReAction line was

actually made using long lost molds for toys based 
on the 1977 film Alien. Kenner, the original maker of 
the figures (and maker of the first Star Wars figures), 
scrapped the series after realizing Alien was too dark 
and violent for a line of children’s toys. More than 
30 years later, Funko acquired the molds and, with 
appreciation for their retro feel, created ReAction 
figures exactly as they were intended. 

It was a hit and multiple lines have followed. Each 
ReAction figure has five points of articulation, just 
like those Star Wars figures of yesteryear. Often, the 
figures also come with fun accessories. In the Jaws 
line, Brody has a pistol and rifle, Hooper has a camera 
(his city hands can’t hold guns) and Quint comes 
with a spear gun—everything an adult collector 
needs to recreate his or her favorite scenes from the 
legendary film!

Kansas Carries on Their Tour at Patchogue

hen the opening a capella chorus of “Carry on 
Wayward Son” hits, Kansas guitarist. Richard 
Williams is in his element. 

“IT am the only guy on the planet that gets to start 
that moment. It’s one of my favorites of the night,” 
says Williams. “No one else gets to do that, it’s me.” 

Williams is not one of those musicians who become 
ambivalent toward fame, or who resents songs that 
make a band successful. “Once in a while I read about 
people who are like, ‘ahh! I get so tired of playing 


this song.’ I’m very grateful that I’m not so jaded as 
to not enjoy those moments,” says Williams. “[The 
band] gets together in rehearsals and goes through 
‘Wayward Son’ and get goosebumps. But when the 
crowd becomes engaged in that, it becomes a whole 
different experience.” 

Long Islanders will be able to hear Williams’ 
palpable enthusiasm over Columbus Day weekend, 
when Kansas takes the stage at the Patchogue 
Theatre for the Performing Arts on Saturday, 
October 10. 

“We’re going to be playing stuff that we haven’t

played in quite walle? says Williams of the show. 
“Ronnie Platt is our lead singer now, and we’ve 
added some material that we haven’t played in a 
long time.” 

Williams has been with the band since its inception 
four decades ago. He’ll be joined onstage by original 
drummer Phil Ehart, bassist/vocalist Billy Greer, 
keyboardist David Manion, vocalist/keyboardist 
Platt and violinist/guitarist David Ragsdale. 

“He’s a tremendous singer, a tremendous guy,” 
says Williams of Platt, who replaced lead vocalist 
Steve Walsh after Walsh retired in the summer of 
2014. “[Platt] had some big shoes to fill. Steve was 
one of the best rock singers of all time, and will 
always be missed by me, by the band, by fans...It 
was quite an uphill climb for Platt with the fan base. 
But he won them over very quickly.” 

The band, which hails from Topeka, Kansas, 
released their debut album in 1974. They were 
influenced by a variety of musical genres; an ode to 
the prevailing way music was heard those days. “We 
listened to the AM radio,” says Williams. “None of 
these stations were pigeon holed to play a certain 
genre. And so our influences was really everything,” 
he adds. 

Kansas has since produced eight gold albums, 
three sextuple-platinum albums (Leftoverture, Point 
of Know Return, Best of Kansas), one platinum live 
album (Two for the Show), and a million-selling gold 
single, “Dust in the Wind.” This winter, the band 
members will head back to the studio to record their 
first album since 2000. 

“The studio is a chance to really experiment and 
to create,” says Williams, who notes that the new 
album is very much in the development stage, to be 
pieced together later this year and then recorded in 
January and February. “We’ve missed doing that. As 
musicians, we all have a creative itch that needs to 
be scratched. And that part is exciting.” 

But Williams clearly prefers being on the road. 
“Getting to go out week after week and applying 
our craft in the real world is really the joy of 
being a musician, for me,” he says. “The travel, the 
camaraderie. The friendship. The performing. The 
crowds. All of that is the joy in what we do. But 
albums are a necessary thing. They’re the vehicle to 
get us in there.” 

The band performs about 95 shows a year. Williams 
understands the toll that the travel can take on some 
musicians, but for Williams, being a road warrior 
is part of the whole experience. “I’ll never think 
‘gosh, why did I quit,” he says. “When I’m done, it’s 
probably because I fell over dead on stage.” ga

End of Summer Tips for Maintaining Hydrangeas 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Hydrangea pruning is 
confusing. To do it properly, 
insuring flowers for the next 
year, it is necessary to know 


| the type(s) of hydrangea you 
_ have: mop head, lacecap,

paniculata, climbing or 
serrata. This sounds daunting, 
but types can generally be 
determined by the shape of 
the flower. Mop heads are the large-headed, round, 
blue or pink ones. Lace caps have flat heads, blue or 
pink, with un-petaled, very small flowers surrounded 
by larger petaled flowers. Oakleafs have large-ish, 
white, cone-shaped flowers on tall stems with leaves 
shaped like oak leaves. Arborescens are the floppy 
shrubs with very large white flower heads that turn 
green. Paniculata types have white cone-shaped 
flower heads. Some of these we call Pee Gees. 
This also includes tardiva hydrangeas. Climbing 
hydrangeas really do climb and have white flower 
heads like lacecaps. And serrata (prezioza...my 
favorite hydrangea) resemble mop heads but with 
smaller flowers and smaller leaves—its flowers are 
all different shades of blue to pink on the same shrub! 

From these, there are three categories of hydrangea, 
and this determines when and how they are pruned. 
In the first category are those hydrangeas that form 
flower buds the year before they bloom. They bloom 


on “old wood.” In the second category 
are those that form flower buds the 
same year they bloom. They bloom 
on “new wood.” The third category 
features those that bloom on both new 
and old wood. 

Mop heads, lacecaps, oakleafs, 
serrata and climbing hydrangeas 
bloom on old wood. | remove flower 
heads on this type if they become 
very ugly; otherwise | leave them on 
until spring. I do not like to prune 
them past the second pair of buds 
and have found that trying to reduce 
these shrubs, some of which want to 
become 6’-8’ tall, doesn’t work very 
well. In spring, | deadhead them and 
remove any dead wood. If the shrub is 
congested with branches, I will remove 
some of the old ones to allow for air movement. 

Climbing hydrangeas, however, often need to be 
pruned during the season to contain their growth, 
which is vigorous starting about three years after 
planting. Some flowers might have to be lost. 

In the second category, paniculata and arborescens 
both bloom on new wood. Pruning concepts 
regarding these hydrangeas, in my experience, vary 
more widely from gardener to gardener. They are 
pruned in late winter or early spring. I work for two 
landscape designers who want them reduced by 
only a third. In my experience, this method produces 
more, but smaller, flowers. 


Hydrangeas need a little love. 


g : When left to my own devices, I 
prune these to the ground every early 
spring, leaving one or two buds. Using 
this method, I have grown Limelight 
hydrangeas (my _ second _ favorite 
hydrangea) that produced heads that 
were often 12” tall and 10” in diameter. 
They looked like clouds on stems. This 
technique does not keep the shrub 
short. They come back larger each 
year. Granted, the method is scary—a 
big shrub is cut to the ground! Some 
clients need proof that it really works. 

In the third category of hydrangeas 
are the repeat bloomers. It is 
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shape of the flowers—you just need to 
observe that they bloom in spring and 
again in late summer. The first flowers 
will be inside the shrub when the new ones begin 
to bloom. These need only deadheading and dead 
wooding, with removal of some older wood to allow 
for air circulation. 

All this said, given the beating the hydrangeas 
have taken for the last two years, I am pruning 
mop heads minimally this year—just this gardener’s 
careful method. ga

20-year stint on Wall Street. “I’m a nonstop person in 
everything I do,” she says, noting that her work as a 
bond trader and life in the city was highly stressful. 
“I was married, and my husband died at the World 
Trade Center,” she says. A widow with a young son, 
Lake had come out to the East End a few times, but 
after the 9/11 tragedy, her son didn’t want to go back 
to New York. “[The East End] was so far removed, it 
was like a different world out here,” she says. The 
duo moved to Westhampton permanently when her 
son was in the third grade. 

Lake continued to work in finance, interfacing 
with small businesses Out East. But when her son 
went off to college, she was looking to make a 
transition. Dealing with the stress of 9/11 and a new 
life Out East, Lake started to feel sick, and she was 
diagnosed with an autoimmune disease. “I basically 
have this chronic arthritis, and it pretty much 
came from stress. They put me on conventional 
medications, which didn’t really help,” she recalls. 
Lake started talking to people about holistic options, 
and she ended up starting her own vegetable and 
herb garden—and changing her diet. “I basically 
cured myself,” she says. “I’m not on any medication 
anymore.” 

The experience inspired Lake to go back to school 
to become a raw chef. “The closer a food is to raw, 
the most enzymes and nutrients it has,” she says. 

Operating Deliciously Dorie’s as a raw chef is time- 
consuming, as food is cooked in a dehydrator instead 
of an oven. That process can sometimes take 24-36 
hours, she explains. “But I would never cut a corner 
for health,” she says. 

Patrons are noticing, as Lake has been overwhelmed 
with the support from the local community, and 
she plans on staying open Wednesday through 
Monday, year-round. Plans for partnerships with 
radio stations, arts organizations and healthy-minded

RASPBERRY-HORSERADISH JAM 
Yield: 8 cups 


4 cups crushed red raspberries 

6 1/2 cups sugar 

1 pouch liquid pectin 

2 tablespoons ground horseradish at 
room temperature 


Stir together berries, horseradish and sugar in a 
large saucepot. 


Bring to rapid boil that cannot be stirred down, 
stirring to prevent scorching. 
Stir in pectin. 


Return to boil and cook for 1 minute, 
stirring constantly. 

Remove from heat. 

Allow to rest for 10 minutes. 

Skim foam if you wish. 

If canning: 

Pour jam into 8 _ half-pint jars, leaving 
1/4 inch headspace. 

Emplace prepared lids and close rings 
fingertip-tight. 


Process in a boiling water bath for 10 minutes. 
Remove and allow to cool. 
Jam takes at least 12 hours to set-up. @&.

FIRST CHANCE IN 55 YEARS: 
28 GIN LANE, $50,000,000 

This 3.77-acre estate on the Atlantic had been off 
the market for more than half a century. Set back 
from the shore is a Tudor guesthouse that dates 
to 1900 and a carriage house offering a total of 
12 bedrooms and nine baths. What is spectacular 
about 28 Gin Lane is the opportunity to build a 
15,000-square-foot main house with views of the 
sea. The spacious property also offers potential for 
a guesthouse, pool and tennis court. Whatever the 
shape of the dream home, this is the ideal location. 


NEW KID ON A NEW BLOCK: 
9 OLDE TOWNE LANE, $45,000,000 

Just completed in the new 43-acre Olde Towne 
community, Twin Peaks is a stately 16,000-square- 
foot shingle and stone masonry residence with all 
high-end, state-of-the-art amenities.
